Should a sudden wrench sprain a joint, it is 
best to elevate it and use cold applications. 
Cover bruises with an ice bag or cold cloths. 
Cuts and scratches should be treated 
promptly with an antiseptic such as 2-per- 
cent solution of iodine. Always have deep 
wounds and other serious injuries treated 
oy a doctor.

Burns from the sun... Never over-expose 
yourself to the sun, especially during the 
hottest part of the day. Begin your tanning 
with brief periods, no more than 10 minutes 
the first day, with gradual increases there- 
after. If long periods are spent in the sun, 
use a Sun-screening lotion or cream. Apply 
it after each swim—and every two hours 
while sunning. 





Hazards of the highway . . . Too often 
automobile accidents mar the family vaca- 
tion. So, have your car thoroughly checked 
for safety before starting off. Particular 
attention should be given to the steering 
wheel, brakes, tires, lights, horn, windshield 
wipers and door locks. Drive at a safe 
speed, obey all traffic signals, and stop 
driving or rest whenever you feel fatigued. 
Remember, even if you are driving safely, 
watch out for other cars.

Painting History in Advance 


THE HUSHED and sacred moment of Elizabeth the Second’s 
Coronation has been portrayed on Chatelaine’s cover by a lean and 
intense Canadian artist named Rex Woods. a perfectionist striving to 
achieve historical accuracy before the history happens. 

Tacked to his easel as he painted the blue and gold damask which 
covers the Abbey wall, Woods had a ragged scrap of the actual 
material itself. A sample of the actual braid gave him the edging of 
the dais, and a watercolor sketch made for him in England provided 
the detail of the THS shield on the back of the Archbishop's cope. 

\s he painted in each of the personalities you see from left to 
right in the cover scene, the artist worked from bulging files of source 
material collected in advance: 

“Marquess of Salisbury” (he holds the sword of state). 

“Archbishop of Canterbury” (he places the crown on the Queen). 

“Duke of Edinburgh” (in background, occupying position of the 
premier Duke). 

“Queen Elizabeth” (she holds two sceptres —one out of sight). 

“Bishop of Bath and Wells” (his file contained an excerpt from a 
letter in which the Bishop described his own cope). 

“Marquess of Cholmondeley” (his cope has only three rows of 
ermine on the shoulder you can’t see, because a marquess is entitled 
only to three-and-a-half rows). 

Rex Woods worked off and on at research, sketching and painting 
the cover for five months, but official details about the ceremony 
trickled out of London so slowly he didn’t dare polish off the job until 
just before deadline. Thus for the final four weeks he ate, slept and 
breathed nothing but Coronation. And the last three days he stopped 
sleeping, working right through the final week end before Art Director 
Stan Furnival literally tore the cover off the easel and rushed it to the

THE SUMMER GOODNESS of new vegetables can still 
a be yours to enjoy next winter if you freeze a supply 
now in your home freezer or rented locker. To capture 
their special dewy-freshness, you need only follow these 


few simple rules. 


Most important rule is to start with perfect specimens. 
Select young and tender vegetables that are just right 
for table use, and get them into the freezer as speedily as 
possible. The shorter the time between harvesting and 
freezing the more fresh flavor and nutrients you sa 

Prepare the vegetables for freezing exactly as for the 
Prepare vegetables as for the table; next, blanch in 
table. Discard any that are damaged or discolored, and 
: - d lots by i H H H ili ter. 
except seed Shad. wenn protected ™ pods oe one-pound lots by immersing in rapidly boiling water 
cold water. Cut into uniform pieces or sort according 


to size, 


All vegetables must he blanched (sealded) before freezing. 
Otherwise they lose their good flavor, color and tenderness 
while in the freezer. The boiling water method of blanch- 
ing is most satisfactory for home use. Youll need a 
large kettle to hold from 6 to 8 quarts of vigorously 
boiling water, and either a wire basket or large pleces of 
cheesecloth to hold the vegetables. Blanch only 1 pound 
of vegetable at a time. Immerse in the boiling water 
and at first agitate gently so that the heating is even. 


Start to count the blanching time only after the water has 


} 


started to boil vigorously again. Check timing accurately: 


time varies with each vegetable (see chart on next page). 


Cool vegetables immediately in iced or cold running water. 
It will take about as long to cool them thoroughly as it 


did to heat them. Drain well before packaging. 


To keep their quality during freezer storage. all foods 
must be packaged in) moisture-vapor-proof materials. 


Several types of packaging are available and glass jars 


may he used provided they seal air-tight. a 
For vegetables, waxed cartons with inner bags of 

“ ; F ae : 
moisture-vapor-proof plastic film) are convenient. \ fer blanching, cool quickly in iced water, drain 


and then pack into containers that seal airtight. 


special funnel helps keep the top of the bag clean and 
dry during filling. Pack stalks like asparagus or 
broecoli with their heads arranged in alternate directions. 

¢ When filling, leave 'y- to 'o-ineh headspace for expansion 
during freezing, press as much air as possible out of the 
bag. and seal with a warm (not hot) iron. 

' Mark the name of the vegetable and the date clearly 
on each package so you will be able to pick them out of 
the freezer easily. And when each package is completed 
place it in your home freezer at once. If you use a frozen 
food locker, put the cartons into your refrigerator as 
they re finished—then rush them to the locker plant as

She also had her own varden, since 
instruction in gardening, care of flower 
beds and plants is part of this school’s 
curriculum,

home at official school holidays. Her 
youthful headmistress whom most ol 
the virls at Heathfield have crushes on 

and the Duchess of Kent insisted that 
Alexandra be treated like all the other 

rls. Special outings, with a royal hom« 
close by, would have set her apart. 


Pranks at School 


But Alexandra with her lively per- 
sonality, her love of people and above 
all her uninhibited and direct approach 
to ever¢thing was a general favorite. 
Was there perhaps some truth in the 
report that she was the “tomboy who 
played ill the pranks in the fifth form’’? 
Like her cousin Princess Margaret, she 
has a quick wit. “Meet the new char,” 
she remarked lightheartedly to a school 
friend who found her mopping up spilt 
ink from a classroom floor. 

Alexandra’s natural unspoiled charm 
is at least partly due to the quiet life 
which the Duke of Kent’s family have 
led since his tragic death in the summer 
of 1942, when he crashed in a Sun- 
derland flying boat in the north of 
Scotland. The Duke’s death reduced 


the family income considerably as his 


civil list pension stopped when he died 
and most of the estate ts held in trust 
for his eldest son, the present Duke. A 
few years ago the Duchess found it 
necessary to sell her husband’s collec- 
tion of silver and china. She has always 
refused to claim the state pension duc 
to her as the widow of an Air Com- 
modore. 


A Silver Lifeboat 


The late Duke was himself impatient 
of restrictions on royal freedom and 
insisted that his children would never 
take part in public functions until they 
were grown up. The Duchess was quit 
in accord with this; it is only in the last 
year that she has permitted Alexandra 
to undertake public engagements at all. 
When in April, 1952, she went with her 
mother to the Royal Lifeboat Institu- 
tion for the presentation of bravery 
awards, that was her first experience of 
royal responsibilities. To commemorate 
the occasion she was presented with a 
silver model of a lifeboat. 

In June last year, she took part in 
the celebrations for her great-grand- 
mother and namesake, the lovely Queen 
Alexandra, whom it is said the princess 
strongly resembles. Then in August, 
a discreet notice appeared in the papers: 
“The Duchess of Kent has consented to 
allow The Princess Alexandra to grant 
her patronage to the British Junior Red 
Cross. Her Royal Highness succeeds 
the Queen, who as Princess Elizabeth, 
was | atron.”’ 

Yes, new duties lie ahead for this 
obviously most important teen-ager at 
the Coronation. But 1953 is also a door 
opening upon a new and exciting social 
life in the great world—a glittering 
world of exquisitely dressed women and 
young men eager to pay court to this 
fairy princess. 
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The last year and a half has been 
. kind of preparation for Alexandra’s 
entry into this wider circle. She no 
longer says she wants to marry a farmer 
ind live an outdoor life in the country. 

. . For one thing, she went to her first 
cocktail party. True, it was something 
of a family party given by the Countess 
of Bellaigue, an old friend of the Royal 
Family who during the war taught 
French to the Princesses Elizabeth and 
Margaret. 
with her mother and met her cousin

Margaret there, but she broke away 
sufliciently from the family circle to talk 
animatedly with three American. girls 
under Court patronage. 

Last year she also dined in public for 
the first time. Her escort was the hand- 
some young Prince Nicholas of Yuygo- 
slavia, whose name has been linked with 
Princess Maryaret’s. Perhaps we'd bet- 
ter point out that his Mamma, who is 
Alex’s Aunt Olga, was there too—that 
these two young people have known 
each other since babyhood and that at 
the most Alex regards “Nicky” as a 
likely partner for Canasta. It was with 
her cousin Nicky of Yugoslavia, that 
the Princess went dancing just before 
she turned fifteen at a party for the 
“very young,” that is, from thirteen up, 
which was given by Lord and Lady 
Warwick

if used as directed. In conventional machine this type of bleach 
can be put into first rinse water if the load is white clothes only, but 
rinse twice more to remove bleach from clothes. In automatic 
machine add chlorine bleach to wash water before putting clothes in. 
Not necessary to use for every washing unless clothes are very soiled, 
discolored or stained. Do not use on synthetic fabries, silk, wool or 


cottons with special finishes. 


POWDERED BLEACHES: Use these mild perborate bleaches in 
general washing except for perishable clothes (which of course should 
always be washed separately). For automatic machines, add to wash 
water before clothes are put in. Most effective in hot water (150 
degrees). Won't harm delicate fabrics and tend to retain whiteness 


in nylons and rayons. 


BLUEINGS 


FLAKE: These are a combination of soap and blueing. Suitable 
in soft water. Should be put directly into the hot wash water. Follow 


pac kage directions. Make white clothes look whiter. 


BEAD: These dissolve quickly so are suitable for conventional or 
automatic machine. Put into wash water along with soap or synthetic 
detergent. Use for any fabric. Because they contain a mild detergent, 
can be used alone for hand washing very lightly soiled articles such 


as white lingerie Make white clothes look whiter. 


SOLID: Sold in cubes or balls. Must be put in cotton bag to prevent 
from dissolving too quickly. Use sparingly in the last rinse water 
mixing well with water before putting clothes in. Generally unsuitable 
for automatic washers because solid blueing may smear or streak 
the clothes. Fine for tub rinsing or for last rinse in conventional 
machine where blueing and water can be thoroughly agitated befor 


clothes are pul ith. 


STARCHES 


DRY: Sold in lumps, cubes or powder. These hot water starches 
should be mixed first with a little eold water, then boiling water added 
to “cook” the starch. Some require several minutes boiling. Varying 
amounts of starch and water are used for degree of stiffness required. 


See pat kage directions. 


LIQUID: These are ready to use and can be quickly combined 
with water to produce desired stiffness. Plastic liquid starches are 
also available——called “permanent” starches because stiffness lasts 
through several washings. Follow manufacturers’ directions for 
correct Measuring.

The terms “pinching” or “stopping” and 


“disbudding” sound baffling to the ama-

This is 
done most safely just with the thumb 


and finger rather than with a blade or

harden. Disbudding is the removal of 
buds as they appear at the angles

How to make sure your youngsters get pure water 


and clean milk when you move to the summer cottage

In the larger municipalities we depend 
on the public health services to provide 
us with pure water, Sanitary sewage, 
varbage disposal and safe food. But 
when we are off on holiday at summer 
cottage or camp we have to be our own 
sanitary inspector and health officer. 

Safe Water 

As you know, contaminated water can 
cause troubles ranging all the way from 
transient diarrhoea to typhoid fever, 
depe nding upon what particularegerms 
are in it. The water may look as clear 
as ervystal and. still contain harmful 


yerms. 

1 1 II 
Testing. If you depend on a well or 
spring you should have your water 
tested every vear. In fact, tt is best 
to have it tested twice if you spend 


several wee ks or months at your summer 


place. Your health department will tell 
you where to obtain a special bottle in 
which to put a sample of the water, 
how to take the sample and how to send 
it to the health laboratory that will test 
it for you. Usually such tests are done 
free. 

Home-chlorinated water. If you use lak« 
or river wate! and othe: people live in 


the same area, you should chlorinate 
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your drinking and cooking water. The 
health departments sell cheap and simpl 
kits with which to do this, so plan to 
take one away with you. Often the 
kit consists of two bottles of solutions 
with eye-droppers in their screw tops. 
One bottle contains the dilute chlorine 
solution and you put so many drops of 
this, according to the directions and the 
size of your pail, in the water. The 
other solution is for testing, by means 
of a color change, whether you have 
added enough chlorine. After a few 
days’ experience you need make the test 
only oceasionally, although, of course, 
you continue to add the required amount 
of chlorine solution. The whol per- 
formance just takes a few minutes. In 
some other kits, chlorine tablets are 
used, 
Boiling. If you boil your drinking water 
asafe but rather tedious method— you 
can make it taste less flat by pouring 
it from one pitcher to another a few 
times.

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can’t help himself to a drink when he’s 
thirsty. So you should remember to 
offer your baby slightly warm (tepid) 
boiled water when he is awake between 
feedings except in the half hour before 
his next meal. If he is thirsty, he will 
take some. The rest of the family will 
drink all they require if you have safe 
water available. If you are healthy you 
don’t need to drink more than you feel 
like drinking. 1 a no point in taking 
seven or eight glasses a day—as some 
people recommend—unless, of course, 
you are thirsty. Incidentally, water ts 
not fattening: it contains no calories, 
despite the rumor that has got around 


to this effect. 
Safe Milk 


Milk is a very excellent food and even 
the germs seem aware of this. As you 
know, raw or unpasteurized milk is 
not safe. Tuberculosis, undulant fever, 
septic sore throat, typhoid and other 
very dangerous disease germs may b« 
present in unpasteurized milk. 


If you cannot get pasteurized milk, 
plan to use canned or powdered dried 
milk. Dried skimmed milk is very cheap 
if bought tn large quantities, and you 
would be wise to use It generously. 
Except for the babies, whose feedings 
should be prescribed by your physician, 
all the rest of your family could use 
it exclusively with advantage. 


If you would like to use evaporated 
or dried whole-milk feedings for your 
baby while you are away, ask your 
doctor for a proper formula now. Then 
you can change your baby over to 
before you go away and won’t have this 
to bother with while on holiday. 


Pasteurizing and boiling. You can, of 
course, pasteurize your own milk, if you 
have a dairy thermometer and a large 


saucepan, It should be heated to 
145 deg. F. and kept at that tempera- 
ture for thirty minutes. Then cool it 


rapidly to 50 deg. F. and keep it cold 
in a refrigerator. Bringing it to the boil 
(212 deg. F.) is equally safe, but that 
alters its taste a great deal. However, 
either home pasteurizing or boiling (par- 
ticularly at a cottage) seems a lot more 
trouble than using dried or evaporated 
milk. 


{n easv wav to mix drv milk. You can 


make up enough milk from milk powder 
to last for a day or even two if you 
have a refrigerator. Probably the easiest 
way to do it is to pour about a pint 
of water in a quart milk bottle, empty 
a measuring cup full of dried skim 
powder onto a large piece of wax paper 
and then run it in on top of the water. 
Put a cap on the milk bottle, shake it 
a couple of minutes, then add enough 
water to bring the foam up to the top 


of the bottle. Put it in your refrigerator, 
and by the time the bottle has been 
there a few hours the foam will have 
subsided, and you can fill it up to the 


op with water. This gives you a quart 
of skim milk that Is just as good a food 
as pasteurized fluid skim milk and 
scientific tests have shown that they 
cannot be distinguished by taste. If 
you are using dried whole-milk powder, 
measure two cups of water into the 
bottle, add one cup of the powder, shake 
and add two more cups of water. When 
you have mixed up the milk it must 
be kept refrigerated and naturally you 
would wash out the bottles and caps

ing scum. The other way is to buy or 
rent a chemical water-softening system 
which will soften the entire household 
supply. While more costly, this is much 
more satisfactory. 

“Can I put nylon blouses and slips in 
the machine with my other clothes?” 
INSTITUTE ANSWER: Yes—but not 
if you are using a chlorine bleach. When 
washing white synthetic fabrics with 
white cotton and linens use a powdered 
bleach or bead type blueing. (Launder- 
ing nylons will be covered in a later 
Washday article.) 


“Will chlorine bleach destroy the rub- 
ber rollers of my wringer?”
